Dr. Dodge has treated, since May 16, 
1870, 189 patients, and has discharged 113, 
of whom in the cases of 70 there are great 
hopes of a permanent reformation, while 
27 were discharged unimproved. 

The principle established and made the 
basis of all treatment at the Asylum is that 
idebriety or alcoholism is a discaso, to be 
cured, if at all, by simply removing the 
cause of the disease. Ifence total abstin- 
ence from all intoxicating drinks is the pri- 
mary requisite—for tho reat, good living, 
amusements, exerciso and other hygienic 
accessories are the main means of restoring 
the patient to full vigor of the body and 
that strength of mind which shall enable 
him to recover and retain his lost or weak- 
ened will and self control. 

This is the entire system of treatment 
and in this the patient must be a voluntary 
assistant, or in other words his own physi- 
cian, Otherwise the treatment or the super- 
intendent can do nothing for him, and his 
stay at the Asylum is a useless expenditure 
of time and money. 

The class of patienis who submit them- 
selves to the treatment may be estimated 
from the report of the occupations pursued 
by those who were at the Asylum last year. 
Of 220 young and middle-aged men there 
were 12 bookeepers, 4 brokers,1 clergyman, 
5 civil engineers, 4 druggists, 5 journalists, 
5 insurance agents,17 lawyers,36 merchants 
8 manufacturers, 1 music-teacher, 1 profes- 
sor of law, 1 printer, 4 physicians, 3 teach- 
ers, 23had no occupations, and the rest 
were farmers, hotel keepeas, mechancs, 
ete.

How England Takes Her Census. 


The census of England is to be taken on 
the night of the 2nd of April, being Palm 
Sunday.

Bleecker’s house was pretty closely rubbed 
notwithstanding the solid masonry he has 
erected to protect it. We observe the 
shutters of one window broken. The side- 
walk, from near Mr. Heller's residence to 
the stone embaukment is much damag- 
ed, and just opposite Brown’s foundry is 
really dangerous, as it is liable to tip over 
and put somebody in the river. 

The Iron Bridge, the boast of our Town, 
came very near following the same course 
two of its predecessors have,and take a rough 
and tumble journey down the Moira. The 
middle azch has sustained considerable 
damage, haying the wooden beams and 
braces much broken, and the flooring torn 
up. Ifthe ice, which is anchored in this 
arch, had been cut away, the bridge would 
have escaped without any damage what- 
ever, Below the bridge we observe Mr. 
Pringle’s Sash and Door Factory and 
Planing Mill have been again badly dam- 
aged. The whole side of the Factory is 
stove in, and the Planing Mill is nearly 
half carried away. Below this we have not 
learned of anything serious being done, 
save perhaps temporary casualities to out- 
buildings, &c. The ordeal is now over ; we 
have passed the Rubicon, and another 
year's quictude is before us, 


Mr. Wild's Lecture.

The Nomination for the Commons.

The nomination of a member to fill the 
vacancy created by the appointment of the 
Hon, Robert Read to the Senate, took 
placeat Chisholm’s,Mills, Tyendinaga, yes- 
torday. 

The writ and warrant for the election 
was read by the Returning Officer, Mr. 
James Reed, shortly after one o'clock, af- 
ter which nominations were called for. 

Mr, A. L. Roberts, of Shannonyillo, 
nominated Mr, Wellington Prizzell,seconded 
by Mr. R. R. Daly, of Thurlow. 

. Mr, James Vargy nominated mr. John 
White, seconded by My, George Stokes. 
Mr, Hugh Campbell nominated Mr. Wil- 
liam White, ‘of Tweed, seconded by Mr, 
Thomas Martin. 

Mr, William Campbell Jy. nominated Mr. 
Alex. Robertson, of Belleville, seconded 
by Mr, William Carney. 

Mr. George Sherry nominated Mr. Hen- 
ry Ostrom, of Huntingdon, seconded by 
Mr. John Wilson. 

The nominations having all been made, 
the returning officer called upon the Hon. 
Robert Read to address the electors, Mr. 
Read came forward and expressed his deep 
sense Of gratitude to the electors of East 
Hastings, for the honor imposed in him in 
tho past, in returning him as thoir repre- 
sentative, Tho Government had scen fit 
to clevate him to another House, where 
there was less work to do, and ho would no 
longer be subjected to the necessity of shak- 
ing hands with tho electors every five 
years. He then dofended the policy of the 
Government ; paid a high compliment to 
Sir. John A. Macdonald, and Sir. Francis 
Hincks, whose financial policy he commend- 
ed, as tending to develop the country. Mr. 
Read occupied the time of the. electors, 
some twenty minutes, making a very intel- 
ligent and effective speech. 

‘The returning officer then said that it 
had been thought advisable to allow movers 
and seconders, five minutes each to ad- 
dress the cloctors, and candidates fifteen 
minutes, 
Mr, A. L. Roberts, as the nominator of 
Mr, Frizzel, would not consume the timo 
allowed him ; ho had known Mr, Frizzell 
for years, and rogarded him as a propor 
person to vepresont the Riding, and he 
hoped all the gentlemen who had been 
nominated as candidates would retire in his 
favor. 

Mr, Daly, Mr. Frizzell’s seconder, would 
much haye preferred that Mr. Read had 
continued the representative of the Riding, 
He was not as well acquainted with Mr. 
Frizzell as many presont, but he had had 
the honor of sitting in the County Council 
with him some yenrs ago, and he knew him 
aso hard-working, carnost man, and thought 
ho woyld make a good representative, From 
what he gathered, the membor now elected 
would only sit in the House part of one 
Session, and if he did not do his duty he 
could then be substituted by another. 

Mr, Frizzell thon came forward: ho said 
he had been acquainted with the oloctors 
present for over thirty years ; ho was cloct- 
ed to the first County Council that had set 
for the County, and he had ever takon a 
warm interest in its affairs, and thoso of 
the Townships.

Tho American Commission met yestorday 
morning at the State Department, and re- 
mained in session until 2 o'clock, when tho 
meeting of the Joint High Commission was 
held, which continued until nearly 4 o'clock. 
Tho weather continues warm, and Justice 
Nelson complained of fatigue at the close ef 
the Session. Of the English commissiones 
Sir Stafford, Northcote and Earl De Gray, 
both experience feelings of prostration from 
the severity of the work imposed uponthem, 
especially as they are not accustomed to the 
temperature of this climate. The German 
Minister called upon the President yester- 
day, to convey a letter from Emperor Wil- 
liam, notifying him of his assumption of the 
title of Emperor at the request of the other 
German Sovereigns, and of the five cities 
of Germany.

THE LATE WALTER ROSS. 


The subject of this notice was born in 
‘in the Township of Marysburg, 
County of Prince Edward, and was, at 
the time of his death, 81 years, 2 mos, 
and 4 days old, 

He was of Scottish descent, his parents 
haying emigrated from Scotland at the vory 
timo when the Americans wero investing 
Quebec under Gen. Montgomery, in 1775, 
When.the wav of 1812 begamhe volun- 
teotod into tho niilftia of his native Town- 
ship, and was sent with thom to Kingston, 
Tmmediately after arriving thére ho was 
selected as foreman of the King's Works, 
and in this capacity continued to serve un- 
til tho close of tho war. 

Ho was married in Kingston, in 1816, to 
Elizabeth Bosely, who has since shared his | 
joys and sorrows, and who now survives 
him. 

In the winter of 1817 he was convertod 
to God, and united with the Mothodist 
body, of which Church he continued a con- 
sistent member until his death. 

In 1824, he removed from Kingston to 
Belleville, then ‘bat n small villago, and 
here ho has since liyed, witnessing many 
changed; and here he died on the 3rd of 
March, 1871, honored and vospected b 
who know him, and triumphing at 1 
Obrist, his Master and liis Redeomor.

According to former speeches ho was guilty 
of all sorts of negligence, inability and cor- 
ruption. Ho claimed not to have been 
nogligent of his duty. He had been instra- 
mental in getting the Grand Junction Bill, 
through the House, and ho had received 
Mr. John Sandfield Macdonald's personal 
promise that the Grand Junction Railway 
would be subsidized. That he had brought 
in and succeeded in carrying through a Bill 
to prevent Land-sharks preying upon the 
property of settlers on Government lands. 
What he claimed was industry and perse- 
yorance, rather than eloquence and states- 
manship ; he had boarded in the House by 
permission of the Attorney-General, and he 
had only left the House on two occasions 
during the entire session, and his vote 
would be found recorded on almost every 
division, and he defied them to place their 
fingor on one bad vote. He alluded to the 
Scott affair, and read Mr. Blake's resolu- 
tion, and Mr. Cameron’s amendment ; he 
contended that Cameron’s amendment was 
quite as binding on every loyal subject as 
the other; and when he. remembered the 
rebellion in 1837, when the Yankees in- 
vaded our beloved Canada ; when he re- 
membered Capt. McNab, who was killed 
in our own Town, and Church, who 
was shot in Shannonville, and Usher 
who was also shot; and when 
he remembered that Blake and those men 
voted $4,000 for the widow of the late 
William Lyon McKenzie, he was satisfied 
that the professed loyalty of these men was 
afarce.

From Manitoba. 


We have been permitted ‘to make tho 
following extracts from a highly interesting 
letter weitten by Dr. Youker from Fors 
Gariy, and dated Febiaaiy 11th,1871. Tho 
Dr. left Belleville, Januaiy 16th, and ar- 
rived at Fort Abercrombie on the 22nd. 


From this place we w'"' let him tell his own } 


experience : 


“ Here 1 was fo. wiate enough to meet 
a Mr, De Plainral, Deputy Chief of Police 
at Fort Garry, who had come to Fort Aber- 
crombie to bring out his wife. With himI 
received passage to Fort Gary, and on the 
23rd we bid adieu to the Fou, en route for 
Fort Gany. We reached Georgetow a next 
day, adistance of 65 miles, Hero we 
found the travelling very slow and tedious, 
and exceedingly hard on tho horses—loft 
Georgetown next morning, made about 20 
miles—found a cabin, and slept on tho 
floor, Thus we continued, camping out at 
night, and travelling by day, until wo 
reached Pembina on the 3lst of January. 
Hero we were very courteously entertained 
by tho officers of tho American Garrison, 
stationed at the Foit. While here, a des- 
perate storm arose—a genuine prairie one, 
accompanied by high winds, and drifting, 
driving, blinding snow, which detained us 
for two days, * * * On ‘Thursday fol- 
lowing, the storm having abated, we went 
as far as tho H, B. Post, and here found 
ourselves again on British soil. Wo moss- 
ed with Capt. Cooke, Lt, Benson and En- 
sign Nash, of the British Volunteer forco, 
We here experienced one of those sudden 
changes of the thermometer incident to 
this climate. In the morning atthe sound- 
ing of reveille, the mercury stood at 22° be- 
low zero, and at 4p, m. it had risen to 11° 
above—making a riso of 33° in 12 hours. 
On the following morning wo bid adiou to 
our kind hosts, and started for Fort Gar- 
ry, but in consequonce of the lato storm, 
tho roads wore noxt to impassable, and it

expect to be off for Fort York, on Hudson 
Bay. I will have two trains of dogs, and | 
three attendants. The trip will occupy | 
from three to six weeks, owing to the state | 
of the roads, * * * The whole distance 
from St, Cloud toFort Garry is 418 miles. * 
* * The totalnecessary expenses from Belle- 
ville to Fort Garry was, to me $167, but 
other small items will bring the expenses 
up to $200, or even $260 if one is not very 
careful, 


In summer a trip would be performed in 


shorter time, be much more pleasant 
and less expensive. * * * Every 
morning « train leayes St. Paul for 


St. Cloud, at 8:30. A stage leaves St. 
Cloud three times a week—Monday, Wed- 
nesday and Friday—for Fort Abercrombie. 
Here you must run your chance and make 
the best arrangement you can for reaching 
Fort Garry.—Tho ordinary price for trang- 
port is $50. Just now, owing to the state 
of the roads, it is almost impossible to get 
carried through for love or money. A. M. 
Clarke, one of the chief Factors of the 
Hudson Bay:Co:, is now at Pembina, en- 
route for England, via St. Patl, and they 
charge him $200 for carrying him to Aber- 
crombie. 

The climate at Fort Garry during the 
winter is extremely cold—the lowest tem- 
perature I believe yet registered at the 
Fort was 45° below zero, It is no uncom- 
mon thing to find it 20°, 30°, and 35° be- 
low. The cold does not,it is true,affect the 
system so much, and is not felt so severely 
as a similar temperature would be in Can- 
ada, ; that is providing the air be still, but 
if the wind be blowing, (and it is most of 
the time) it proves vey searching, and in- 
sinuates itself into every possible aperture. 
* * the snow at Fort Garry is about 18 
inches deep—came since the holidays ; and 
as I am informed it disappears towards the 
end of April, so that plowing generally 
commences in the first of May. The sum- 
mers are wai.n, and consequently vegeta- 
tion is more rapid than in Ontario. The 
the1.nometer is said to runas high as 100° 
in the shade—the climate in this respect, 
as well as in winter, resembling that of 
Quebec more than that of Ontario. Frosts 
are said to occur in the summer months, 
excepting in July and August. They do 
not always occur, but they are more fre- 
quent, and destructive in their effects than 
they are in Ontario. The scarcity ofswood 
for building and fencing purposes, though 
enough for the present wants of the coun- 
try, will, no doubt, be felt at no very dis- 
tant future ; but it can be transported from 
the pine forest, about thirty miles distant,” 
and delivered here cheaper than in the 
States. here is one steam saw-mill, 
owned by the H. B. Co., which at present 
furnishes lumber for building purposes. I 
am not aware of the price—it will, in all 
probability be cheaper by and by. 


A large influx of emigration to this coun- 
try is expected during the ensuing sum- 
mer, and no doubt it willoccur. The elec- 
tions are fixed for the 16th of the present 
month. The times now are quiet—life and 
property secure. The soil, which I almost 
omitted to refer to, is all that it has been 
represented. Wheat is the staple produc- 
tion of the country, and yields an average 
crop not altogether certain. Barley, oats, 
pease and root crops are grown to adyan- 
tage, and command at present good prices— 
the H. B. Co., the military and Town fur- 
nishing markets for them. I have not seen 
any of the grain raised in the country, and 
cannot, therefore, give an idea of its quali- 
ty. Tho bread, however, is very good— 
not quite so white as in Canada, 

Thaye been looking a little at the darker 
side of the picture, remembering that ‘“‘all 
is not gold that glitters,” and recollecting 
also that many very flatter ng accounts— 
indeed alitile too flattering—have been 
sent to Ontario, relative to the climate, soil 
and productions of this countiy. I havo 
no des'*e to detract from the merits and 
advantages of the country, or imply that I, 
myself, would be adverse to spending a lifo 
here, but that you may be able, adding this 
to the accounts more flattering, to draw 
correct inferences of this vast country~a 
country which I hope and expect will bo- 
come the happy home of millions of happy 
poople,and which is well adapted to nurture 
and nourish a bold, sturdy, energetic and 
enterprising poople. 

Apart from what could bo called natural 
disadvantages, there are also those priva- 
tions which arejinsoparable from the early 
settlement of any country, as you, father, 
and grandfather both experienced, and as 
overy early svttlers havo oxperionced. — 
These, however aro not so great,” and not 
so numerous as those that were encounter- 
edin tho ourly sottloment of Canada, but 
they are ofa different nature. Many will 
be removed as settlement advances, and as 
froo and bettor eommunications aro opened 
up; but some fow will always romain—so 
that this county, though not a perfect 
paradiso, is very well adapted to the wants 
of afa.ming community, Of course thoro 
wi!l be tho usual amount of speculation,and 
now would bo a good time to invest in 
landed property."

The Fire Last Night. ~ 


TWO STOREHOUSES BURNED, 


About two o'clock: this morning the alain 
of fire Was again raised, rousing people from 
their slumhers, and it was soon ascertained 
that the storehouse of Mr, McAnnany, 
situated at the dock adjoining what is gen- 
erally known as ‘‘the Bay of Quinte Wharf,” 
was enveloped in flames. The firemen im- 
mediately turned out with their accustomed 
promptness, but before they reached the 
place Mr, ffcAnnany’s building was past 
redemption, and the Bay of Quinte Wharf 
Storchouse was also on fire. The Steamer 
this time reached the fire before the hand 
Engine, but they got to work almost simul- 
taneously, and by their united exertions 
confined the fire to the two buildings, and 
saved the adjoining property. The two 
Storehouses were both constructed of wood, 
and furnished material for a good fire. The 
flames illuminated the whole Town, and 
caused many to think it daylight. ‘Tho tall 
spire of the R. C, Church shone like burn- 
ished gold, and the alternate shade of flame 
and smoke flitted across it like the fleeting 
shadows of summer cloads.. © 

The buildings destroyed were not very 
yaluable, but they will be greafly missed 
this season, as they cannot be substituted 
for the summer trade. Their contents con- 
sisted of Salt, Rye, Pork and Reaping Ma- 
chines. Mr. Jno. Dunnett will lose the 
greater part of 700 bbls. of Salt. Messrs. 
Pitceathly & Kelso, James’ Meagher, E. 
Haynes, Thos. Wilson and others lost con- 
jointly some 600 Bags of Salt ; and Mr. W. 
H. Ross lost between 1,200 and 1,500 bush- 
els of Rye. The Pork lost (not burned) 
belonged to Messrs. Phippen and Grahaw. 
The Reapers, some seven iti number, were 
of the manufacture of the Méssrs. Forsythe, 
Dundas, and were in the charge of Mr. Peter 
Maybee. Their value is estimated at about 
$1,000, = 

We have no estimate of the aggregate 
logs, and in the absence from home of Mr. 
Tannahill, who owned the Bay of Quinte 
Storehouse, cannot ascertain the amount of 
insurance, which, though, is believed to be 
slight. .4s usual the cause of the fire is 
unknown, but occurring as it did after mid- 
night, there is reasonable belief of *ncendiar- 
ism.

Mining in Nova Scotia. 
Wehavereceived the Report ofthe Chief 
Commissioner of Mines for the Province 
of Nova Scotia, for the year 1870, from 
which we learn the following facts :— 
The net revenue exceeds that of the 
previous year by the sum of $4,616 76, 
there being an increase of revenue of 
$2,966 09,and a decrease of expenditure 
$1,650 67. This may appear buta small 
addition, but there has been an increase 
of $10,456 74 royalty on coal, and 
$1,183 40 royalty on gold, which being 
considered shows a much more healthy 
state of the mining interests than in 
1869. There has been a decrease in the 
following accounts ; rents and prospect- 
ing licenses for gold,and licenses to search | 
and work for coal, which are considered 
yet uuch too large. The Commissioner

Mr. Brown, the senior partner, acknow- 
ledged the kindly allusions to «themselves 
and their business, and confessed the grati- 
fication they had occasion to feel towards 
their employees and the citizens generally. 

Mr. St. Charles followed in similar re- 
marks. They had always been fortunate in 
securing*faithful men—men not only will- 
ing to do their own duty but anxious that 
their associates should follow their example. 
While the firmfurnished the capital, the 
workmen furnished the brains and execu- 
tive part of the enterprise. He alluded to 
the industries of the town, calling at- 
tention to the fact that the most prosperous 
business men of the place were those who 
commenced on small capital, and whose 
success had depended on their own efforts. 

Several of the employees, whose names 
have escaped the memory of the writer, 
appropriately replied to the allusions made 
by the firm to themselves ; they had en- 
deayored to do their duty and would not be 
found wanting in the future, 

Mr. William Boseley was not now in the 
employ of the firm,but he had spent several 
| years with them, and was-able to testify to 
their good management, their tact in re- 
curing the approbation of theirmen,and their 
skill and enterprise as manufacturers. They 
always maintained a good understanding 
with those in their employ, and it was 
owing to this fact, that they were able to get 
from them all that could be expected in 
cheerful acknowledgement of kindness, He 
alluded to the benefits to be derived from 
reunions of this kind, and thought they 
would greatly conduce to the interests of 
the laboring class, as being calculated to 
fdmiliavize them with theirown voices and 
give them that confidence so necessary to 
the expression of their ideas and the de- 
velopment of their talents,

frequent remarks,

| What worthier words could the epistle have 

closed, or with what worthier words could 

one wish to close the chapter of his life 7 

| They wero words full of admonition and en- 

couragement,and were peculiarly applicable 

to the present occasion: The main refer- 

ence made by the apostle was to one who 
had known the truth and had wandered in- 

to error. ‘Two thoughts were suggested to 
him by the words of the text, which could 
be easily remembered, and which he would 
endeavor to present, Tho first was indi- 
vidual danger, “if any do err from the 
truth,” and the second was individual ef- 
fort, and one converted, Out of these two 
ideas he purposed to drop a word that might 
oyortake some necessity, or stir up some 
latent desire in the heart of all. 

The error spoken of might be either in- 
tellectual or moral error. The allusion 
was to one who had. known the truth, but 
who had come under the influence of false 
teaching, or had fallon into a vicious life, 
The danger arising to individuals from in- 
tellectual error was not to be lightly esti- 
mated. If, in the days ofthe infancy of 
Christianity, the churély was not free from 
the dangers arising from askeptical spirit, 
it is not less imminent to-day when olmost 
every one had his separate theory which 
he thought was to regenerate society or 
change the face of the world. Opinions 
were the prompters of men’s deeds, and 
had their immediate influence on the moral 
character of the individual. -It was not, 
therefore, a matter of indifference that 
men should err intellectually from the 
truth. It was because denominations had 
proved such towers of strength for com- 
bined resistance that they should be sus- 
tained, He thought that those who pro- 
fessed a general attachment, and with no 
particular bias, were actuated at bottom by 
selfish influences. It was not the fashion- 
able Pantheism, nor other forms of modern 
so-called enlightened culture, that had ever 
developed the active charities. 1t was not 
a light thing to break away from the old
